Various  Sciences 

The  major  goals  in  Lane's  biology  courses  are  the 
general  understanding  of  the  divisions  such  as  cytol¬ 
ogy,  ecology,  genetics  and  in  the  new  course,  bio¬ 
chemistry.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  interrelation¬ 
ship  of  the  other  sciences  including  chemistry,  geology, 
mathematics  and  how  they  are  all  tied  together. 

Ninth  grade  students  are  better  acquainted  with  them¬ 
selves  and  their  problems  in  health  and  safety  class. 


Offered  at  Lane 

This  is  done  by  studying  the  functions  of  the  various 
systems  of  the  human  mind  and  body  and  also 
understanding  some  of  the  diseases  associated  with 
these  areas.

Seventh,  Eighth 


The  main  goal  of  the  general  math  classes  is  to  help 
the  students  improve  the  manipulation  of  numbers 
and  the  understanding  of  various  number  systems. 

In  Lane's  geography  course,  seventh  grade  students 
study  the  land,  people,  culture,  and  history  of  various 
countries  throughout  the  world. 


Math  problems  are  put  on  the  black  board  daily.  Students 
must  explain  their  decisions. 


The  main  goal  of  the  United  States  history  class  is 
to  make  the  student  aware  of  the  great  deal  of 
work  that  was  put  into  the  making  of  our  country. 
This  course  offered  to  eighth  grade  students  only, 
presents  the  opportunity  of  visualizing  this  country's 
growth. 


Maps  are  used  extensively  in  geography  classes.  Here  Mr. 
Riley  points  to  a  point  of  discussion. 
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Great  Expectations  was  studied  at  length  by  ninth  grade  students  in  English  class.  Mrs.  Chamber's  class 
portrays  a  segment  of  the  novel. 


Students  Study  Various  Forms  of  English 


In  today's  modern  world,  English  is  essential.  Language 
arts  students  at  Lane  study  throughout  the  year 
grammar  and  literature,  and  then  apply  their  skills 
in  these  areas  to  their  own  original  compositions. 

Developmental  Language  is  strictly  an  eighth  grade 
course.  Its  main  objective  it  to  teach  ways  of  increasing 
students'  abilities  in  areas  of  writing,  listening  and 
speaking. 


The  seventh  grade  class  alone  participates  in  Lane's 
Developmental  Reading  course.  This  class  is  concerned 
mainly  with  improving  comprehension  and  speed  of 
reading  and  improving  listening  habits.  Students  are 
also  taught  the  correct  form  of  outlining  and  library 
science,  which  is  the  study  of  efficient  use  of  reference 
material. 


Students  improved  their  reading  ability  by  using  multilevel 
material. 


Miss  Cullen's  class  was  the  scene  of  many  debates  in  her 
Developmental  Language  class. 
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Three  Programs  Integral  Part  of  Lane 


The  primary  goal  of  the  orientation  class  is  to  aid 
ninth  grade  students  in  developing  their  ability  to 
make  decisions.  They  have  worked  on  the  development 
of  good  study  habits  and  abilities. 

The  boys  at  Lane  who  take  advantage  of  the  industrial 
arts  course  soon  learn  the  care  and  use  of  various 
tools  and  materials.  They  learn  to  plan,  construct  and 
evaluate  projects.  A  most  important  part  of  this  course 


is  to  develop  good,  safe  work  habits. 

The  major  goals  of  the  homemaking  class  which  is 
introduced  to  eighth  grade  girls  is  to  help  them  learn 
to  make  decisions  required  in  the  care  of  the  home. 
Garment  construction,  food  preparation,  study  of 
nutrition,  and  family  relations  study  make  up  the 
basic  program. 


Panel  discussions  are  just  one  form  of  oral  expression  in  Mr 
Fry's  orientation  class. 


Sewing  and  fitting  are  just  two  concerns  in  garment  construction. 


Watchful  supervision  forms  the  core  of  the  industrial  arts  classes.  Safety  is  stressed  and  students  learn 
from  watching  other  students  performing  certain  tasks. 
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Execising  was  an  important  part  of  girls  physical  education  classes  this  year.  Mrs.  Morken  watched 
closely  so  that  every  girl  used  the  correct  form. 


Physical  Education,  Home  Arts  Offered 


The  main  objective  of  the  home  arts  class  is  to  educate 
students  in  home  living  and  maintenance.  Seventh 
grade  students  are  made  aware  of  the  variety  of 
household  tasks,  and  learn  how  to  carry  them  out. 
They  are  also  taught  how  to  use  and  repair  many  of 
today's  modern  appliances. 

Physical  education  is  primarily  concerned  with  devel¬ 
oping  physical  fitness  and  coordination.  Lane's  gym 


Tumbling  was  one  skill  the  boys  physical  education  classes 
practiced  often. 
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is  divided  by  a  sliding  partition  into  two  sections, 
one  for  the  boys'  classes  and  one  for  the  girls'. 

Throughout  the  first  semester,  boys  worked  to  develop 
their  skills  in  football,  soccer,  wrestling  and  tumbling. 
Girls  worked  with  ball,  club  and  hula  hoop  routines. 
Each  girl  was  expected  after  Christmas  vacation  tc 
have  a  free  exercise  routine  worked  out  consisting 
of  various  exercises. 


Learning  to  repair  was  one  of  the  main  objectives  of  Mr.  Beer's 
home  arts  class. 


Students  put  forth  daily  efforts  on  understanding  and  mastering  some  of  the  techniques  by  solving 
equations  on  the  board  and  then  checking  them.
